It is claimed b y Chicago & 
N orthwestern road officials that O t ­ 
tens received the wounds while at­ 
tem pting to burglarize an express car 
in the California street yards in C h i­ 
cago Friday night. 
A t the same time news 
of 
the 
wounding of O ttens was 
received, 
Matt Ku st gen, an important witness 
for the state in the case against O t ­ 
tens, was arrested by the local police 
and is confined at the central station. 
He was to appear 
against 
O ttens 
when court convened tom orrow m orn­ 
ing, but the injury probably will ne­ 
cessitate another continuance. 
A t the time the case was called in 


circuit court last spring, Rusegen was 
not to be found. 
He had disappeared 
from the city, it is said, upon the ad­ 
vice of friends of Ottens. 
Th e testi­ 
m ony of Rusegen is necessary to se­ 
cure a conviction. 
Search failed to 
find the missing witness. 
About three weeks ago he returned 
to La Crosse, hut kept in hiding. Sat­ 
urday he ventured out and was arrest­ 
ed. 
He will he held as a witness and 
also will be arraigned before Judge 
Fruit on a charge of contem pt 
of 
court. 
Ottens was arrested Feb. 25, 1906. 
charged with passing a confederate 
$10 bill on John Am srud, a W est La 
Crosse saloonkeeper, on Jan. 30. 
On

27, 
he 
was 
arraigned 
before 
Judge Brindley and hound over to 
circuit court undet^ bonds of $2,500. 
Later this was decreased to $Soo and 
the bail was secured by Mrs. W ilhel- 
mina Ottens, 1003 Island street. Th e 
little home was m ortgaged 
by the 
m other to secure the tem porary free­ 
dom of an erring son. 
At the spring term of c rcuit court, 
O ttens did not appear. 
T h e case was 
continued by the state, because Rusc- 
gcn was absent from the city. 
Th e case was the first on the crim ­ 
inal calendar for the January term 
and was to have been called tom or­ 
row. 
T h e injury to O ttens probably 
will result in another continuance or 
forfeiture of the bail. 
T h e district at­ 
torney and the court officials are re­ 
luctant to have the bond forfeited de­ 
priving Mrs. O tten s of her home. 
O ttens was sentenced to Stillwater. 
Minn., from Duluth. Minn., on Nov. 
20, 1903. on a charge o f grand lar­ 
ceny. 
He had been out of the M in­ 
nesota penitentiary about tw o months 
when he passed the confederate hill 
on Amsrud. 
H e confided to friends 
that he had many of the bills in his 
possession. 
It is probable that sever­ 
al have been passed by O ttens in C hi- 
cago. 
Several compla tits of spurious 
m oney being received have been heard 
near the California yards in Chicago. 
Th e bill passed here was issued by 
the Merchants & Planters’ bank, A t ­ 
lanta. Ga., and bears the date of June 
17, 1806. Augustus Park was the cash­ 
ier and L. A. Roberts, the president 
of the bank.

A fter litigation extending 
over a 
period of seven years, 
the 
famous 
Gates Paul suit, for one-twelfth inter­ 
cut in 150.00 acres of f lorida lumber 
lands has been settled. 
The case has 
been fought through all the W iscon- 
s n courts and retrials granted one a ft­ 
er another. 


The case was the outcome of a suit 
brought by J. L. Gates against John 
Paul, a w ealthy local lumberman, as 
the re>ult o f a purchase 
of 
150.000 
acres of land in Florida, valued 
at 
$100,000. which were held by Paul, 
with the provision that Gates should 
retain a one-sixth interest. 
Paul sold 
the property to the Florida East Coast 
Lum ber company, taking 
stock 
in 
payment. 
Gates 
sought to 
have 
a 
proportion of the stock, equal to his 
interest turned over to him, but h:s 
demand was rejected by Paul. 
The 
supreme court finally granted Gates 
$12,000 worth of stock in the com ­ 
pany. 
Litigation continued, however, 
until this week, when a final settle­ 
ment on a cash basis was effected. 


Street car traffic in La Crosse has 
been demoralized today. 
Sleet falling upon the tracks and 
turning to ice,with an accumulation of 
rain, has made progress almost im ­ 
passible. 
Cars have refused to run, 
the wheels turning in the icy troughs, 
the cars not m oving forward.

The rails were slippery and the wheels 
turned, em itting a volley of sparks, 
but leaving the car at a standstill.
